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RESULTS  OF  SEED  TESTS 
Made  July  1,  1924  to  June  30,  1925 

Tests  have  been  made  on  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
different  samples  of  seed  this  year.  Of  this  number 
sixty-five  have  been  reported  to  individuals  or  com- 
panies who  have  forwarded  samples  for  investigation 
in  order  to  obtain  proper  information  for  labeling  when 
putting  seed  on  the  market  for  the  first  time,  or  to  get 
retests  on  seed  held  over  for  sale  from  the  previous 
year's  supply,  or  to  satisfy  any  other  personal  curiosity 
which  the  holder  may  entertain  in  regard  to  a  given 
sample  of  seed  in  which  he  is  interested.  Such  tests 
are  not  made  public. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  samples  have  been 
examined  in  the  State  Laboratory  for  comparison  with 
the  information  stated  on  their  accompanying  labels. 
The  results  which  are  carefully  recorded  for  publi- 
cation in  this  bulletin,  represent  one  phase  of  control 
work  in  accordance  with  the  State  Seed  Law  which 
aims  not  only  to  have  all  seed  sold  under  a  proper 
guarantee,  but  to  make  sure  that  the  seed  offered 
and  actually  found  in  the  market  corresponds  within 
reasonable  variations  to  such  guarantees  as  accompany 
it. 

Such  samples,  then,  have  been  collected  in  a  most 
careful  manner  by  an  authorized  official  of  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  conformity  to  accepted 
rules  and  regulations  and  with  proper  equipment  to 
insure  the  drawing  of  a  small  sample  which  shall  be 
representative  of  the  larger  bulk  as  offered  for  sale. 
These  small  amounts  are  forw"arded  at  once  in  pack- 
ages properly  labeled  to  the  laboratory  at  Durham  for 
detailed  investigation.  Under  a  lens,  they  are  sepa- 
rated into  four  parts,  made  up  respectively  of  pure 
seed  of  the  kind  indicated  on  the  label,  other  crop  seed 
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present,  weed  seeds,  and  inert  matter  such  as  diit, 
hulls,  stems,  etc.  Each  part  is  carefully  weighed  on 
analytical  balances  to  determine  the  percentage  of  the 
whole  which  it  represents.  A  report  is  returned  to 
the  dealer  from  whom  the  sample  was  taken  and  in- 
dicates clearly  whether  the  seed  which  he  is  selling 
conforms  to  the  guarantee  in  regard  to  the  percentage 
of  pure  seed. 

The  pure  seed  is  subjected  to  further  tests  in 
regard  to  its  viability.  It  is  placed  in  incubators, 
usually  in  duplicate  groups  of  100  seeds  each,  and  kept 
on  moist  blotters,  cloths,  or  similar  suitable  material, 
in  an  atmosphere  saturated  with  moisture  and  care- 
fully controlled  as  to  temperature.  With  many  seeds 
a  daily  change  of  temperature  is  required  varying  from 
68°F.  to  86°F.  Many  different  means  have  to  be  re- 
sorted to  in  order  to  make  the  environment  most  con- 
genial for  the  seed  to  gi"ow,  but  all  methods  employed 
ai*e  standardized  and  prescribed  by  the  Association  of 
Official  Seed  Analysts,  which  is  a  nation-wide  organiza- 
tion of  considerable  insight  based  on  many  years  of 
research  work  with  seeds.  The  results  of  such  in- 
cubation after  a  definite  length  of  time,  varying  with 
the  kind  of  seed  from  four  days  to  twenty-eight,  are 
observed  and  recorded  as  the  germination.  If  the 
two  or  more  duplicate  samples  run  together  do  not 
show  similar  results  for  any  reason,  the  tests  are  re- 
peated. This  report  accompanies  the  purity  test  and 
shows  the  dealer  that  the  seed  germinates  as  guaran- 
teed or  otherwise. 

Seed  which  does  not  conform  to  its  guarantees 
must  be  relabeled.  Certain  allowances  are  made,  how- 
ever, due  to  the  fact  that  nature  and  human  effort 
always  evidence  some  variation.  Discrepancies  of  6 
to  10  per  cent  in  germination  may  be  accepted  depend- 
ing on  how  nearly  perfect  the  seed  is  guaranteed  to  be. 
In  judging  purity,  the  sample  is  assumed  to  be  made  up 
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of  two  parts:  (1)  pure  seed,  and  (2)  all  else.  The 
variation  allowed,  or  tolerance,  then,  is  two-tenths  of 
1  per  cent  plus  20  per  cent  of  the  lesser  part,  this  for- 
mula to  be  applied  to  the  figure  which  is  obtained  by 
the  official  analyst. 

Most  dealers  appreciate  the  work  of  seed  testing 
and  are  anxious  to  co-operate  in  making  sure  that  their 
seeds  conform  in  every  way  to  the  requirements.  Mis- 
understanding or  lack  of  information  still  prompts  a 
few  to  try  to  evade  at  least  the  spirit  if  not  the  letter 
of  the  law.  Assuming  that  lack  of  appreciation  or 
knowledge  is  more  often  the  cause  of  delinquency  than 
intentional  evasion  of  the  regulations,  we  wish  to  call 
attention  to  the  matter  of  seed  mixtures.  The  Seed 
Law  requires  that  mixtures  of  seeds  shall  carry  a 
label  stating  clearly  that  fact  and  also  the  percentage 
of  each  kind  of  agricultural  seed  present  in  excess  of 
five  per  cent  of  the  total  by  weight.  If  alsike  clover 
and  timothy  grass  seeds  are  mixed  there  is  no  objec- 
tion to  selling  them  but  they  must  be  labeled  with  a 
statement  of  the  percentage  of  each  seed  present. 

Lawn  grass  mixtures  must  be  labeled  with  the 
percentages  of  the  different  seeds  which  are  included. 
The  few  lawn  grass  mixtures  that  we  have  examined 
recently  in  this  State  are  either  of  questionable  utility 
as  a  mixture  or  carry  an  abnormally  high  percentage 
of  inert,  worthless  material.  From  a  practical  stand- 
point, to  allow  the  sale  of  a  lot  of  rubbish  just  because 
it  may  be  labeled  "lawn  grass  seed"  is  undesirable. 
It  is  also  unfortunate  that  an  intelligent  buyer  should 
pay  exorbitant  prices  for  a  "lawn  seed"  which  contains 
practically  nothing  but  red  top  and  timothy,  even 
though  such  a  mixture  mighi  entirely  satisfy  his  re- 
quirements. Misrepresentation  is  strongly  indicated 
by  the  labels  on  some  of  the  few  samples  found  about 
the  state  and  is  exactly  what  the  law  was  designed  to 
correct.     Does  a  request  for  a  strict  observance  of  the 
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law  seem  unreasonable?  If  we  help  the  purchaser  to 
know  what  kind  of  seed  he  requires,  the  interests  of 
the  dealer  who  wishes  to  sell  a  desirable  and  satisfac- 
tory mixture  of  good  seeds  are  jeopardized  if  this 
provision  of  the  law  is  not  observed.  To  ask  that  such 
mixtures  be  properly  labeled  in  accordance  with  the 
provision  of  the  law  or  kept  off  the  market  appeals  to 
us  as  being  entirely  justifiable.  We  shall  insist  on 
the  observation  of  this  requirement. 

A  few  samples  of  seed  with  an  abnormal  amount 
of  "hard  seeds"  were  found  and  reported  this  year. 
Certain  seeds  among  the  legumes  have  very  hard  im- 
pervious seed  coats  and  will  not  germinate  in  any 
reasonable  length  of  time.  In  some  cases  they  may 
live  over  in  the  ground  a  year  or  more  before  absorbing 
moisture  enough  to  sprout.  Just  when  such  seed  will 
start  to  grow  is  very  uncertain.  And  its  value  to  the 
farmer  is  questionable  as  a  consequence.  In  the  lab- 
oratory, they  never  germinate.  Such  seed  we  indicate 
as  "hard  seeds."  Some  plants  like  sweet  clover  (Meli- 
lotus)  normally  produce  such  a  high  percentage  of  hard 
seeds  that  special  machinery  has  been  devised  for 
scarifying  (scratching)  the  seed  coats  so  they  will  ad- 
mit water  and  allow  the  germ  to  develop.  Nearly  all 
legumes  produce  occasional  hard  seeds  and  most  of  the 
small  legumes  like  the  clovers  and  alfalfas  normally 
evidence  an  appreciable  percentage.  A  few  samples 
this  year  showed  an  exceptionally  large  number  of 
such  seeds.  One  white  clover  was  reported,  for  ex- 
ample, with  more  than  half  hard  seeds.  Surely,  dealers 
should  exercise  some  care  not  to  get  such  seed.  If 
similar  samples  persist  in  appearing,  we  should  prob- 
ably amend  our  law  or  its  rules  to  make  the  reporting 
of  the  percentage  of  hard  seeds  present  a  requirement 
of  the  guarantee. 

The  desirability  of  using  native  small  legume  seed 
rather  than   imported   has   been  pretty   well   demon- 
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strated  for  us.  The  discrepancy  in  price  and  ease  of 
substitution  tend  to  give  us  the  less  desirable  imported 
varieties  most  of  the  time.  There  is  a  growing  in- 
terest in  buying  seed  for  clover  and  alfalfa  M^hich  is 
known  to  be  native  grown.  The  only  way  to  get  such 
seed  is  to  insist  on  its  being  put  up  in  bags,  sealed, 
and  certified  in  the  state  where  grown.  A  few  dealers 
are  offering  such  seed  in  our  state  and  farmers  should 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  pay  the  little 
additional  cost  and  be  sure  of  obtaining  native  grown 
seed.
